Mr. Calahan said, ‘ car 
shortage caused the bituminous coal 
mines of the country to lose approxi­ 
mately 6,900.000 ton# of coal, enough 
to «upp!y the entire state of New Jer­ 
sey for ten months. 
The loss In ten 
wreck# has been sufficient to supply all 
the New 
England states 
for eight 
mouths." 
Shortage of Car*. 
Mr Callahan declares that if there 
are not cars at the mines it is impos­ 
able to operate the mines to full-time I 
ii ’netty 
"The shortage of ears hn*| 
come.” he said. "at the time the de­ 
mand for coat is increasing, and at a 
time when railroad affieienry should 
he at a max I mu in point " 
’’lf the bituminous coal operators of 
the country arc given sufficient cars 
to take away the coal they mine.’’ Mr 
Callahan said 
"nnd if there are no 
labor dtaftirbanes# to prevent the oper­ 
ation of the mines, they can supply 
sufficient fuel to meet the country's 
requirements next fall and winter.

they are not supplied With more cars, 
there undoubtedly will he a repetition 
of the coal shortage of 1917-18. at 
lease to some degree.”
